The Sunday Schools will not be 
expected to tithe their offerings 
now but new Sunday Schools will 
be given free literature for the first 
quarter, by the Publishing House, 
(the Cluster Rolls have never been 
given free); also tracts on various 
subjects will be furnished by the 
Publishing House, not to exceed 
three hundred dollars annually, un- 
less the freewill offerings for the 
tracts will justify it. This is a good 
way to spread the gospel, so help 
this worthy cause by offerings when 
you order tracts and many more can 
be distributed. 

Local clerks will be expected to 
send a duplicate of the monthly re- 
ports sent to headquarters, to their 
respective state overseers. The 
measure requiring the clerks to send 
quarterly reports of missions to 
their respective state overseers was 
repealed. 

All ministers are now required to 
make a duplicate of their monthly 
reports and send the copy to their 
state overseers, but remember, you 
are to mail your monthly reports to 
headquarters also, on the first of 
each month.

HE Master has come and calleth for 

thee,” John 11:28. These are the 
words of a member of one of the lovliest 
families the world has ever known, and 
evidently He was very close in fellowship 
with that holy family—Joseph and Mary, 
who were the parents of our Lord. But 
our text has reference to one of the mem- 
bers of that holy family spoken of by our 
beloved brother John as being the happy 
home of Martha and Mary. 

The occurrence of these words took 
place on a very sad occasion. Several days 
previous to the rendering of them this 
was a very happy family, three in num- 
ber—one brother and two sisters; name- 
ly, Lazarus, Martha, and Mary. Now our 
blessed Lord loved this family very much 
and the Word tells us He often resorted 
thither, but on this occasion He with His 
disciples was some distance from this 
home when Lazarus was suddenly taken 
very sick. As the two sisters became much 
alarmed, they very hurriedly sent a mes- 
sage to their loving Lord, which was a 
very wise thing to do. 

Whether our Lord immediately _re- 
ceived the message in writing or not, we 
are unable to say, but we are inclined to 
believe that He felt in His spirit that 
Lazarus was sick and He related it to 
His disciples. This news, no doubt, raised 
no small larm among them as they knew 
so well that the distance to their home 
was so great that it would be impossible 
for them and their Lord to reach there in 
time to save him, especially if the sick- 
ness was very dangerous, and yet we read 
that our Lord continued there some lit- 
tle time, which very clearly indicated 
that He had an object in view for doing 
so. By much prayer and study and teach- 
ing of the Holy Ghost we are persuaded 
to believe it was to just stay where He 
was until He was given to know by the 
Father that Lazarus was dead, which 
would give Him a beautiful chance to 
glorify God by showing these two grief- 
stricken women that He really was the 
master of every circumstance, by raising 
their departed brother from the dead and 
not only turning their sorrow into joy 
but giving those sympathizing Jews 
proof that He was the resurrection and 
the life. . 

Methinks I hear Him very early one 
morning, say to His disciples, ‘Our 
friend Lazarus is sick.” His disciples said, 
“Master, if he sleepeth he doeth well.” 
He then said plainly, “Lazarus is dead 
but I go to wake him.” I am persuaded 
to believe that was one of the most beau- 


tiful and brightest illumined mornings 
that this world ever knew, for the blessed 
Son of the living God, who was the true 
light that lighteth every man_ that 
cometh into the world, was now on Hi: 
way to the city of Bethany where two 
weeping sisters were anxiously awaiting 
His arrival that they might be comforted 
by having their sorrows all banished away 
and joys such as they had never known 
before, given instead. And I believe that 
perfect hope, faith, and confidence all 
began to unfold themselves to them as 
they began to believe that their Lord 
would soon appear. 

Just then methinks I see Martha as 
she holds her hand up to shade her eyes 
to look far down the road, and with 
great joy beholds her approaching Mas- 
ter. She quickly runs to meet Him, ex- 
claiming, ‘‘Master, if you had been here 
my brother had not died, but I know 
that even now whatsoever thcu wilt ask 
of God he will give it thee.” Jesus saith 
unto her, ““Thy brother shall rise again.” 
Martha saith unto Him, “I know that he 
shall rise again in the resurrection at the 
last day.” Jesus said unto her, “I am the 
resurrection and the life; he that be- 
lieveth in me though he were dead yet 
shall he live; and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die. Be- 
lievest thou this?” She saith unto Him, 
“Yea, Lord, I believe that thou art the 
Christ, the son of God, which should 
come into the world.”” And when she had 
so said she went her way and called Mary 
her sister secretly, saying, ““The Master is 
come and calleth for thee.” 

Dearly beloved ones, the theme of this 
little message is love and we believe that 
this is what our blessed Lord purposed to 
teach to one and all that He might show 
to all that heard His teachings, that it 
was the purpose of His heavenly Father 
in sending Him into this world, as clear- 
ly shown in John 3:16. 

This holy family, to whom our Lord 
has now come, was greatly beloved of 
our Lord and we believe it was for two 
reasons. First, because they were a God- 
loving family. Second, because they were 
trustworthy and He could make of them 
an example to all the world. When He 
told them anything they believed Him to 
the end that it was possible for Him to 
raise the dead because of their faith. He 
was not afraid to tarry still where He 
was for two days, even when He knew 
that Lazarus was dead and the journey

And, all the signs 
of His coming that we know of have 
been made known, not to the wise of this 
world but to the wise of the Church of 
God, the Lamb’s wife; and let me say 
just here, that all who want to be in the 
rapture had better see well to it that the 
blessed Holy Ghost abides in them and be 
sure that they don’t let their oil leak out 
and their lamps go out, like the five fool- 
ish virgins, but remember that God has 
no respect of persons. If He closed the 
door to the five foolish persons who let 
their oil leak away and their lamps go 
out, and refused to let them in, neither 
will He open unto you but you will hear 
Him say, as to them, “Depart, I 
know you not.” Dear ones, if our Lord 
finds you as He did Mary and Martha 
(faithfully waiting for Him to come), 
at His arrival, it will be said of you and 
to you, “Come, thou blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you.” 

Dear saints of the most high God, let 
me say as one of our Lord’s old servants, 
who is now. nearing my eighty-fourth 
birthday, that I love you all very much 
and as I was praying for all the dear 
saints and members of the Church of 
God, while lying alone on my bed of rest 
in my quiet little room, from twelve to 
one and two o’clock at night the blessed 
Holy Ghost brought to me nearly all of 
this message. I will try to close by bid- 
ding you all good-night and praying 
God’s richest blessings on you all. Please 
let me hear from you by a good heart- 
cheering letter, and if you would like an 
interest in my prayers for your infirmed 
bodies or for any of your troubles, don’t 
fail to so state in your letter. If desiring 
prayer for troubles, please state as far as 
permissible what your troubles are.

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Deeply Anxious Yet Subject to His Will 


HIL. 4:6-7: “Be careful for nothing, 

but in everything by prayer and sup- 
plication with thanksgiving let your re- 
quests be made known unto God. And 
the peace of God, which passeth all un- 
derstanding shall keep your hearts and 
minds, through Christ Jesus.” 


Notice the words, “BE CAREFUL 
FOR NOTHING”, that is, don’t be anx- 
ious, or deeply concerned about things 
which do not profit your spirituality, 
for they are earthly and will soon pass 
away, which is considered as nothing. 
However, we as Christians must not be 
overly anxious about anything which we 
desire, but sincerely obtaining the will of 
God in every thing; then resting quietly 
and sweetly in Him who understands. 
Great, many, and varied may be our 
trials, our afflictions and our difficulties, 
yet, we should never be overly anxious 
under any circumstance, because we have 
a Father in heaven who is almighty and 


loves His children as He loves His 
only begotten Son, and whose 
very joy and delight is to succor and 


help them at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances. We may see in this littie 
truth, how we can be overly desirous 
about any thing and thereby hinder God’s 
will in that particular thing. This should 
not be with God’s children, lest we close 
the door of submission to His divine will. 


Then, what should we do? The remain- 
der of this sixth verse gives the answer, 
as “BUT IN EVERYTHING BY 
PRAYER AND _ SUPPLICATION 
WITH THANKSGIVING, LET YOUR 
REQUESTS BE MADE KNOWN UN- 
TO GOD.” Now notice in particular the 
following points: “IN EVERYTHING,” 


that is, not merely when the house is on 
fire, or merely when the poor wife is dy- 
ing, or merely when our children are at 
the brink of death, but in the smallest 
matters of life, bring everything before 
God, the little things, the very little 
things, what some of you would call 
trifling things, ALL THINGS, and EV- 
ERYTHING. This is living in holy com- 
munion with our heavenly Father, and 
with our precious Lord Jesus Christ all 
the day long, so when we awake at night, 
by a kind of spiritual instinct again turn- 
ing to Him, and speaking to Him, bring- 
ing our various little matters before Him 
without worry. YES, telling Him all 
about our friends, our foes, our family 
trials, our aches and pains, YES, ALL TO 
HIM; that we may avoid the worry of 
that over anxiety of the heart, therein 
we possess our souls in patience and re- 
tain the fountain of living water. 

“BY PRAYER AND _ SUPPLICA- 
TION.” Here we take the place of beg- 
gars, like a beggar, but not a beggar, for 
this is well pleasing to our Father, that 
we come with earnestness and persever- 
ance, continually waiting, waiting, wait- 
ing on God. We, as God’s possession, 
should realize the wonderful spiritual 
strength which we receive by living daily 
in this holy atmosphere with Him. Isa. 
40:31 gives us greater assurance of this 
abiding place of peace for the soul, as, 
“But they that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles, they shall run 
and not be weary: and they shall walk 
and not faint.” 

“WITH THANKSGIVING.” We should 
at all times, and in all things lay a good 
foundation with a hearty thanksgiving, 


even if we do not feel so very happy, yet 
our hearts being holy, and still having 
Him as our salvation, and looking for 
that blessed hope of His appearing in the 
air, even if everything else is wanting, 
we as Christians should be able to do this. 
Paul said, “In everything give thanks: 
for this is the will of God in Christ Je- 
sus concerning you.” We must give Him 
praise for all things, whether spiritual or 
temporal, that we may be abiding in Him 
at His appearing. Now after these things 
are complied with in verse six, Paul tells 
us in verse seven its results, thus, 


“‘And the peace of God, which passeth 
all understanding shall keep your hearts 
and minds, through Christ Jesus.” We 
are promised the peace of God; and this 
is so great a blessing, so real, so true, so 
precious, that it must be known, experi- 
mentally entered into before it can be 
enjoyed, for it passeth our understanding, 
exceeds our very imagination.

When we are wholly living in verse six, 
that is, “Be careful for nothing”, when 
we come to God with everything in 
prayer, and supplication, and thanksgiv- 
ing. It is just as important to keep peo- 
ple saved with a continual growth being 
assured, as it is to get others saved, and 
for this very purpose Paul did most all! 
his writings.

The Life and Call of a 
Missionary in China 
Mrs. MINERVA BELLE Moss

| ips the morning when you awake you 
have the joy of being in His service, 
free to study Chinese in China. You have 
sweet fellowship and family worship with 
baptized fellow missionaries in a foreign 
field. All around you are the Chinese 
with lonely, hungry hearts without God 
and eager to hear all you have to tell 
them. Nothing lies between you and them 
but the language, and each day brings 
you nearer. How eagerly you study and 
pray! It’s your own work, your very own 
work, the work God has given and called 
you to. The people you love with that 
unselfish, divine love that He has given 
you—souls that He has died for, bought 
and paid for with His own precious 
blood. This is the life and call of a mis- 
sionary living, moving, and breathing the 
same air and sunshine, and eating the 
same food with them. 

The Chinese women on the streets, in 
the sun, sewing little Chinese shoes are all 
around you. Beggars in their filth and 
dirt and rags, sitting and warming them- 
selves after a cold night’s sleep on the 
streets, and picking out the fleas, lice 
and bugs that slept with them in their 
cotton padded “e fu” garments. Little 
round-faced girls and boys in their blue, 
cotton, winter garments, all padded like 
round balls. They look at you in curious, 
good-natured, black-eyed wonder. They 
are the ones that pick up your broken 
Chinese and interpret it to the older ones. 
They are the ones to help you, these lit- 
tle future evangelists of China. They are 
the ones to whom you can teach the 
songs, as the older ones hold on to the 
tones and cannot get the tune. There are 
five tones and each means a different 
word, You speak to the mothers and older 
ones—‘na lidzo”—and they can’t hear 
you for looking at you and your strange 
dress, but the little ones repeat your 
words—‘Where do you live?” and ex- 
plain that you are speaking Chinese? You 
go visiting and sit down beside their lit- 
tle mud huts, try all the Chinese you 
know on them, and think they under- 
stand and are drinking in the wondrous 
message of Calvary and the Savior who 
died for them. They seem so interested, 
and when you stop a minute to rest one 
says, “Where did you get your dress?” 
or, ““Who made your shoes?” as they 
never heard a word for looking at you and 
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your foreign clothes. Then you explain 
all the details of your dress and shoes, so 
big and different from theirs, and where 


you came from—‘‘Wo men suk mav 
gway lie di,’ “We are American coming 
ones”—and why you came to China and 
where you live now and how long you 
will stay and how old you are and then 
stert in again to tell them of Jesus. 

Little Chinese songs of “Yeau Io Wo” 
—‘‘Jesus Loves Me”—and others we sing 
over and over and the children learn them 
quickly and well. If you stand still long 
enough you will have a great crowd 
around you anywhere and any time you 
want curious ones to see and hear you. 
Then you can sing that old song “I am 
a stranger here, within a foreign land; my 
home is far away, beyond a golden strand. 
Ambassador to be, with realms beyond the 
sea; I’m here on business for my King”— 
an “ambassador” in a foreign land, 
bringing the most glorious message given 
to man to tell, backed up by the grcat 
King of glory and all the heavenly hosts, 
sent into a land of darkness, sorrow, sin, 
agony, bondage, oppression, disease, fam- 
ine, nakedness, earthquakes, and wars, op- 
pressed by the devil on every hand; fuliy 
equipped with the whole armor of God, 
endued with power from on high. 

All around you are the soldiers with 
grey uniforms, walking on the streets or 
sitting, standing, or lolling around the 
temples or deserted empty buildings of 
which they took possession during their 
stay in the city. Little girls with tiny, 
bound feet carry their little brother or 
sister bound on their backs. Chinese wom- 
en in blue ‘bu” cotton garments - like 
men’s pajamas in our land, sit or stand 
around empty and sad-eyed, living use- 
less, vain lives without God. How eager- 
ly they grasp at the sweet message of 
salvation and how far they will walk on 
tiny, bound feet to hear of Him. Don’t 
you want a chapel or church full of 
them to teach for Jesus? There they are 
waiting for you over there, waiting as 
ripe fruit ready to be picked. You rush 
to and fro in the fall to gather in the 
ripened harvest before the frost comes to 
spoil them and you pick your fruit in 
haste before they rot and decay. Yes, be- 
loved, there they are over there in China, 
dying without Christ, without our God 
in their hearts and lives, dying and per- 
ishing by the millions, while you hasten 
to gather in your crops to enjoy and eat 
for yourselves. The great harvest field of 
our God is ripe unto harvest. 

“Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
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harvest that he will send forth laborers 
into his harvest.” Matt. 9:37, 38. “The 
harvest truly is plenteous but the laborers 
are few.” You folks in the cities laboring 
and toiling day by day for food and 
clothing and to put away money in the 
banks or waste it, all for your own per- 
ishing bodies, let God take care of you 
and “go ye” forth to care for the perish- 
ing souls. “Labor not for the meat which 
perisheth but for that meat which en- 
dureth unto everlasting life.” John 6:27. 
“Take no thought saying, What shall we 
eat? or what shall we drink? or where- 
withal shall we be clothed? .... But seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and _his 
righteousness: and all these things shall be 
added unto you.”’ Matt. 6:31-33. 

Go ye, go ye, go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature. Mark 
16:15. Surely there are thousands in the 
great Church of God who are called and 
would be willing to go forth and preach 
to the lands that have never heard of Je- 
sus, and who would be willing to leave 
the land where Christ has been heralded 
forth for centuries and go forth to tell of 
Him of whom they have never heard. 
Surely God has knocked and will knock 
at your heart’s door, for He has seen our 
tears and heard our prayers for “labor- 
ers” for that great field. Surely you are 
not satisfied just to live for yourself and 
your family. That’s all they did before 
the flood—they were eating, drinking, 
marrying, and giving in marriage until 
the day that Noe entered into the ark. 
Matt. 24:38. No sin in that, but that’s 
all they did do. You are called to some- 
thing higher and you're living to send 
forth, give forth, live forth the Christ te 
the dying world. 

“There’s something each baptized 
Church of God saint can do to obey His 
command, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” If 
you are not called to go yourself, you can 
send some one to preach in your place.

him, He was with the disciples in the 
Mount of Olives, and in soul agony He 
withdrew from them about a_ stone’s 
throw and prayed, then there appeared 
an angel unto Him, strengthening Him. 

The question arises as to how we may 
draw angels to our aid. In Psa. 34:7 we 
have these words: “The angel of the Lord 
encampeth round about them that fear 
him, and delivereth them.” So it be- 
hooves us to fear the Lord. Cornelius, in 
a vision about tke ninth hour of the day, 
saw an angel which announced the fact 
that his prayers and alms had come up 
for a memorial before the Lord. The 
trouble with may Christians is that we 
sometimes leave a place or quit praying 
before the angels get to us. 


In the twelfth chapter of Acts we read 
where Herod the king had some killed 
and had Peter thrown in prison, but 
while he was in prison, prayer was being 
made by the Church unto God for him. 
One night while Peter was sleeping be- 
tween two soldiers, bound with chains, 
the angel of the Lord appeared unto him 
and raised him up, telling him to arise 
quickly. The chains fell from his hands. 
The angel told him to dress himself and 
put on his shoes, then they went out of 
the prison, Peter thinking that he saw a 
vision. When they came to the iron gate 
that led to the city, it opened for them of 
its own accord. When Peter came to him- 
self he realized that the Lord had sent 
His angel to deliver him from Herod. 


In Luke 16 we read of the beggar Laz- 
arus. By and by Lazarus died and was 
carried by the angels to Abraham’s bosom. 
Likewise angels will carry all the re- 
deemed of the Lord to a happy paradise 
above, where we shall live with them for 
ever. 


Rev. 7:3 says God has a seal for His 
people. “After these things I saw four 
angels standing on the four corners of 
the earth, holding the four winds of the 
earth, that the wind should not blow on 
the earth, nor on the sea, nor on anv 
tree. And I saw another angel ascend- 
ing from the east, having the seal of the 
living God: and he cried with a loud 
voice to the four angels, to whom it was 
given to hurt the earth and the sea, say- 
ing, Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, 
nor the trees, till we have sealed the serv- 
ants of our God in their foreheads.” Rev. 
7:1-3. 

The whole habitable earth is here rolled 
out into one vast landscape under the 
eyes of the enraptured seer. Far down be- 
neath his feet, John sees the high moun- 
tains and the deep valleys, the broad seas 
and rolling rivers, the corn fields and the 
vineyards, the lonely wilderness and the 
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peopled city, but what takes up the seer’s 
attention far more than the various spec- 
tacles of the outspread earth is a sight 
that now comes upon his vision for the 
first time—four mighty angels stand like 
four living watchtowers on the four cor- 
ners of the wide-spread earth, and these 
four august spirits hold a special com- 
mand from God, to keep sleepless watch 
and ward at the four great gates of the 
earth. As the cherubim stand to keep the 
way of the tree of life in Paradise, so do 
these four mighty creatures of God and 
elect angels of His Son keep the great 
gates of this beleaguered earth. Storm and 
tempest, fire and famine, whole seas of 
trouble rage around and beat up against 
their close-barred gates, but so faithful 
are those four heavenly warders that not 
so much as one breath of angry air passes 
thru their gates till they open and invite 
a way. Like wild beasts overmastered and 
kept at bay, so are all earthly ills kept 
back by those mighty angels, from doing 
any hurt to those whom they are posted 
to protect. 

John is still wondering what all that 
means when he sees the four mighty 
watchmen all at once turn their eyes to 
the east and, behold, another of those 
mighty angels who minister to them who 
shall be the heirs of salvation, comes as- 
cending out of the east as the morning 
sun comes; he comes clothed with light 
as with a garment; the wide-spread earth 
shines under his glory, and his voice is as 
the sound of many waters. Answering to 
the great keys that the four watching 
angels hold in their hands, the ascending 
angel holds in his hand the seal of the liv- 
ing God, and addressing himself to the 
four mighty sentinels he speaks to them 
with a voice that they hear above all the 
storms and tempests that war around the 
earth, saying to them, “Hurt not the 
earth, neither the sea, nor the trees, till 
we have sealed the servants of our God 
in their foreheads.” 

(1) Let it be clearly understood that 
the four winds in this passage are just all 
those evils to which our life in this 
world continually lies on all sides open 
and exposed, for 
“Though trouble spring not from the 

dust, 

Nor sorrow from the ground, 

Yet ills on ills, by Heaven’s decree, 

In man’s estate are found. 


As sparks in close succession rise, 

So man, the child of woe, 

Is doomed to endless cares and toils 

Thru all his life below.” 

Take the happiest, the most hopeful, 
the most sheltered life among us, but do 
not suppose that there is any exception 
there to the universal lot of our human 
kind. The storm that is predestined to 
try, whether or no that man’s house is 
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built on the rock or on sand, that storm 
whose winds may be sleeping today like 
hounds in their couch, but when their 
Master calls for them they will leap to 
the chase and pant after their prey. This 
earth on which we now stand, and on 
which we build houses, is the same earth 
that John saw surrounded with its wait- 
ing storms. You must go out of this 
world if you would build a house on 
which no storm will ever beat. 

(2) Again, the four winds are the very 
type and emblem, they are a select type 
and the very best emblem, of all that is 
lawless and uncalcuable, capricious, sud- 
den, and unexpected. ‘““The wind bloweth 
where it listeth and thou hearest the 
sound thereof but canst not tell whence 
it cometh and whither it goeth.” The 
large charter of the wind has become a 
standing proverb. At the same time our 
modern meteorologists do not despair of 
yet being able to lay a law even on the 
lawless wind. They intend to discover to 
us its most secret cave, to calculate its 
speed and its strength, to lay all its ca- 


prices and escapades under rule, 
and to tell in good time to the 
sailor on the sea and to the hus- 


bandman in the field both whence the 
wind cometh and whither it goeth; but, 
after all, we slow-witted men are only 
learning in the end of the world what 
God and His guardian angels have known 
from the beginning. 

“When He uttereth His voice, there is 
a multitude of waters in the heavens, and 
he causeth the vapours to ascend from 
the ends of the earth; he maketh light- 
nings with rain, and bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasures.” ““O Lord my 
God, thou art very great; thou art 
clothed with honour and majesty: Who 
layeth the beams of his chambers in the 
waters: who maketh the clouds his char- 
iot: who walketh upon the wings of the 
wind.” The storms that rush like infuri- 
ated battle horses over the heads of pros- 
trate men all cease and answer to His 
call; they all confess His hand; they all 
sink into silence when He but speaks the 
word. There is no suddenness before a 
storm. He says, “Blow,” and it straight- 
way becomes a storm. He says, “Peace, 
be still,” and there is a great calm, And 
sq is it with the four mystical winds that 
are under the four mighty angels. Now 
they would -not wake a sleeping child, 
and again they rock the everlasting hills 
like so many blades of grass. In calm 
and in storm alike they are at the com- 
mand and permission of God. Not a 
shadow falls on our threshold but God’s 
hand hung the cloud that casts it in the 
sky. Not a great wind smites our ban- 
queting house and makes it the sepulchre 
of our children but it was led out of the 
wilderness under the hand of God. Is 
there evil in the city and it has not first 
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had to ask His permission? Has a cedar 
fallen in the forest, has a hair perished 
off our head, without our heavenly 
Father? all of which is taught us in the 
noble symbolism of the text when we are 
let see the angel-warders holding the 
winds in their fists so that they shall 
not wantonly, or without permission and 
command hurt the earth, or the sea, or 
any tree. “Are not five sparrows sold 
for two farthings, and not one of them is 
forgotten before God? Fear not there- 
fore: for ye are of more value than many 
sparrows.”
